THAT the economic collapse of Russia was the 
1 result of the overthrow of capitalism and 
the substitution of communism' is the thesis in 
general acceptrrl ami urged by conservatives in 
all countries.

Who is right ? 
Perhaps the fart that the Russian famine 


is now passing into history, with big crops al- 
ready assured in southern Russia and excellent 
production apparently certain on the average, 
may throw some light on the controversy. It 
is illuminating because this is the first crop that 
Russia has been able (o plant since the estab- 
lishment of the so-called "new economic policy" 
which restored capitalism in greater or less de- 
gree. It was almost complete restoration of in- 
dividualism aa far as the. peasants, and agri- 
culture are concerned. 
The theory that iiut 


only the land but the entire crop belongs to ihe 
state has been thrown overboard entirely. The 
farmer of Russia this year plants and rea:v, on 
a basis almost exactly similar to that of the 
farmer in this land of'benighted -japitali.-.ni. 
He is to be taxed in much the same v.;;". 


So the facts are that when Russia ahni- 


ishes capitalism she gets insufficient yield from 
the land to m a i n t a i n her people, and when. ;-he 
restores capitalism she obtains an abundance. 
To our pre.iudicod .judgment it'looks very much 
as if the conservatives havp the best of the 
argument. It seems a practical vindication of 
the theory that mm w i l l not work for anything 
beyond their own immediate needs if they are 
not allowed to own and enjoy the surplus thev 
create: that in the present 1 imperfect state of 
humanity such intangible spiritual rewards as 
consciousness of having done one's d u t y and 
having benefited one's fellow men are not alone 
enough to stir a man to do his best. Of c^mve 
it would seem that to any person at all ac- 
quainted with the world he lives in merely to 
state the theory would be to accept it. 
The 


Russian communists had to he shown, however, 
and their experiment has supplied the world 
with the proof, if it be .anywhere needed. 


Incidentally, there should now be a con- 


siderable decrease in the propaganda for the 
"poor staging Russians." American?, assured 
that the hungpr crisis is passing, will want to

Q—What la the .best way to com- 


pare kinds of furnaces? 
A—Take the following pofnta Into 


consideration: 


1. Humidifying device. 
2. Length of fire travel. ' 
3. Weight of castings, or, If of ateel,

Equally Important with these items 


is the Question of the responsibility 
of the man who puts in your furnace. 


Q—When I sign up the contract 


with the builrlcr who 
if going to 
•> 


build our house, what shall I do? 
A—Use a contract form such aa is 


recommended by the American Institute 
of Architects, and have it signed in 
triplicate by yourself and contractor. 
Sign also with your contractor the blue 
printed 
working drawings and 
the 


sheets of the specifications. The work- 
ing drawings, specifications and third 
set of contract forms thus signed should 
be deposited with a disinterested person 
as the official record of your agree- 
ment. 


Q—What are the most Important 


things to be done to insulate a 
house in cold regions if the bouse 
Is of frame construction? 
A—Have the house well built. 
Use 
sheathing paper all over the house. 
Have concrete or other beam fill placed 
between the joists "where they rest on 
the foundation wall. 
Put 
insulating 


pads on or between the exterior studs 
and on or between the ceiling joint* of 
the second story. 
"Wherever rafters 


break into the second story have them 
insulated in the same way. 
Have the 


space around windows and door frames 
packed with tow or oakum. Have the 
storm sash well fitted, and aa a final 
measure have tha windows weather 
stripped. 


Q—How can I tell my honsc will 


be well heated? 
I want to have 


enough radiation but not- too much. 
-A—This is not a matter-of guesswork. 


The amount of radiation required by a 
room can be definitely determined by 
using- certain formulae which engineers 
have worked out. These formulae are 
based on the kind of construction of 
the outside walls, the height of ceilings, 
the amount of glass area, the size of 
the room that is to be heated, and the 
condition of the buiMin.e—whether it is 
in good or bad repair. When these 'are 
known, the engineer can say how great 
the heat losses will be, and he can'tell 
how much radiation to put in the room .- 
to counteract these losses. 
If these 


things are figured out by an expert, the 
heating contractor will ordinarily guar- 
antee that your building- can.be heated 
to 70 degrees at minimum ^winter tem- 
peratures -without forcing your fur- 
nace or heater beyond a certain point. 
Do not guess about these things. 


Q—What do yon think of~-nsinff 


metal lath on the ceilings of largo 
rooms. Is this necessary? 
A—We think this is a very good 


practise, and we recommend it. 
The 


increase in cost is very slight. 


Q—Where is the best place for ^ 


the kitchen .sink and the kitchen 
china closet? 
A—The sink should be pta.ced where 


ft will be convenient to the dining room 
and where it will be. well lighted. Most 
often this puts it against an outside 
wall under « window. The china closet 
can then h« placed between the sink 
and the dining room where It will be 
convenient, tn both of them.
